Disorganization in the German ranks is reported in unofficial ad 
voices from the front howefer, and there seems *o be more than a 
possibility that the enemy command will not be able to reconstruct 
its defensive formation even in time to hold up the British tempor­ 
arily along the Canal positions. 
The main force of the British push seems to be in the direction 
of Cambrai along both the Bapau me-Cambrai 
and 
a rras-Cambra- 
roads, and in the terrain lying between these highways.

they are reported today to have captured the town

Artois and Moeuvres. 
This represents an advance cf between three 
and cne-half and four miles since yesterday beyond

Further south the Brit sh likewise have reached thr line of the 
canal well down to Pctonne, on the Somme, making their front along 
this artificial waterw ay cover an extent of more than twenty miles.

The menace to both Cambrai and Douai may be indicated by the 
fact that the British are within five and ore-half miles cf the out 
skirts of the form er city and not more than six miles from Douai.
